: WE desire peace above all things; but 
we won't be down-trodden.” That 
was the frank reply given to members of 
Christian Action when they raiscd in Russia 
the question of conscientious objection. 


The delegation which arrived back in Lon- 
don on Monday had spent ten days in Moscow 
at the invitation of the Patriarch and the Met- 
ropolitan of Moscow and of the Chairman of 
the Baptist Church. It was led by the Rev. 
H. Eland Stewart, Vicar of Wealdstone, other 
members being the Rev. Clifford Cleal, the 
Rev. John Drewett, Mr. John Lawrence, Lady 
Rhys-Williams and the Rev. Patrick Rodger. 

Students in Russia did their national service 
at the same time as their studies, it was pointed 
out, there was not the two-year gap in their 
career, which applied to British students. But 
conscientious objection was apparently un- 
known. 

The Russian Peace Movement played a cen- 
tral part in the life of the church. It might 
be that Christians were exploited by their gov- 
ernment by this means, but there was no doubt 
whatever that for the Russian people within 
the churches the word “ peace” held a deep 
spiritual significance.

T IBERAL candidate for Luton, Miss Jean

as a first step.”

How not to waste votes 


"PSHE General Election offers no real choice to the electors 

on any of the most important issues, and very little 
even in regard to secondary issues. This is so apparent 
that the fact is recognised in articles from people with such 
widely different outicoks as Mr. J. B. Priestley, Mr. 
Malcolm Muggeridge and the leader-writer of The Times. 


The average elector may well osk himself vhether, in these 
circumstances, it ig worth taking the trouble to vole, and he is 
not likely to be brought to a conviction that it is his duty to do 
80 if he is exhorted to do so because only thus can he safeguard 
democracy. 


Genuine democracy requires that those concerned shall be 
able to exercise an influence over the policies that will govern 
the conditions of their lives. The result of a party system where 
the caucuses of the two parties, exercising “ discipline” over the 
votes of their Parliamentary members, agree to work on “ bi- 
partisan” lines so far as all issucs of real importance are con- 
cerned is that, except in those constituencies where an independent 
challenge to both parties is contrived, the casting of a vote is 
reduced to a mere formality and only has effect as contributing to 
decide which set of people are to administer the single policy. 


* * 


This does not mean that the power to vote has ceased to 
have value. The vote becomes completely valueless only where 
the voter is offercd no choice of policies and is also not able to 
abstain from voling, We believe that since 1939 this country 
has taken a number of steps along a road that threatens to lead 
to a British variant of totalitarianism; but we still have a 
number of the righis necessary to the maintenance of democracy 
that do not obtain over a great part of the world. 


It is possible for instance for Acland to challenge bi-partisan 
policy on an issue of first importance. It is possible too for a 
number of independent candidates to present a similar challenge 
to the twin parties on pacifist or other grounds. More important 
than these things, however, is the fact that the voter in this 
country has not only the right to abstain from voting, but he 
also has effective rights of freedom of expression, and through 
these rights those who are in disagreement with the policy of 
the two partics have it in their power, if they are willing to act 
with responsibility and vigour, to make this election a crucial 
one, and considerably help to stem the totalitarian trend. 


* * 


In a minority of cases, where a candidate undertakes to vote 
against armaments or to vote against making the H-bomb, we 
take it that most pacifists in these favoured areas will cast their 
votes for such candidates, 


We hope, however, that all voters‘who support Peace News 
will mark a ballot paper. We are not entering here into the dis- 
cussion upon whether, where there is no declared pacifist, they 
should mark their papers with a vote or with an indication of 
their attitude to the H-bomb that will “spoil” the paper. Which- 
ever of these things they decide to do, however, they should 
resolve to do so as a basis for the further action that will 
prevent their votes from being wasted. 


Where electors decide that they cannot vole for any of the 
candidates we hope that, in addition to marking their papers 
accordingly, they will write to ali the candidates concerned 
setting out briefly and clearly why they are taking this action. 
They could very well write also to the headquarters of the parties 
with the same intimation; and if they also write to their local 
press giving the same information it will be all to the good. 


* * 


Action of this kind, however, should not be confined to those 
who “spoil” papers. I¢ is clear from our correspondence that not 
all pacifists will fcel that they can do this. Those who feel that 
they must vote can also prevent their vote from being a futility 
if they too will write to their candidates (and the party head- 
quarters) making it clear that they have felt doubt about the 
desirability of so doing, and that they have done so despite their 
disagreement with the party on the H-bomb, armaments and 
the British entaglement in the present disastrous power-struggle. 


Wherever people will act on these IInes they may be sure that 
thelr action will carry a great deal more weight than the votes 
of those who have simply carried out automatically the procedure 
of voting; and as has been said ubove they will be contributing 
to the strengthening of the reality of democracy in this country. 


Leaving Cold War 
behind 2? 


(PHE diplomatic initiative is at present 

~ very much with Russia. It is true 
that after years of procrastination the 
Western Powers have made proposals 
for “top-level” talks. The Russians, how- 
ever, have always been ready to engage 
in these, and the proposal now made 
has been immediately accepted. 


Then there has been the creation of 
a hopeful relationship with Austria 
created by the verve and panache with 
which the negotiations for Austrian 
independence were carried through once 
they were decided upon. This is being 
followed by an attempt to wipe out the 
enemy relationship created with Yugo- 
slavia as a result of the Stalinist outlook. 


Then although it is true that the 
Russian disarmament proposals that 
have just been submitted embody a 
number of suggestions that have already 
been made in the course of negotiations 
by the West, it is the fact of their 
wholesale acceptance in the new Russian 
proposals that gives them so much im- 
portance and promise. There is here a 
clear basis for discussions that ought 
to lead to agreement on both sides. 
(We shall include these proposals in 
detail in next weck’s Peace News.) 


There are criticisms, particularly in 
the American press, that the Russian 
proposals do not give a clear indication 
that an effective control organ is to 
operate right from the beginning of 
the proposed disarmament measures, 
but this, in the new framework of dis- 
cussion, should not be a difficult matter 
upon which to reach accomodation so 
long as there is a readiness to face the 
inevitable limitations within which any 
control organ must work. 


What we find most remarkable and 
novel in the Russian statement is the 
emphasis on the need for trust. 


In a document of this kind this can- 
not mean only that the Russians hope 
to be trusted; it must mean also that 
they are ready to trust. 


The use of this word, however it 
comes to find a place in this statement, is 
not an appeal to meaningless sentiment. 
It is a facing of the hard realities of the 
situation. For the plain facts of the 
world today are that there cannot be 
effective international supervision of 
armaments manufacture: in the sphere 
of the most terrible destructive agent 
in modern warfare complete control 
has become impossible. We have reached 
a situation therefore, in which although 
reliance on trust carries with it the 
danger of being deceived, a refusal of 
trust carries with it the ultimate cer- 
tainty of universal destruction. 


This is a factor that wil become more 
and more evident in the negotiations 
of the coming years. 


Unwillingness to leave anything to 
trust will destroy any possibility of a 
successful disarmament agreement, and 
it is this fact to which Russia is pointing. 


It is however this same fact that is 
at the foundation of the pacifist case to- 
day, for when we have come to realise 
that without trust we shall be destroyed 
(“ For whosoever will save his life shall 
lose it’) we shall be on the road to an 
understanding of the truth that the 
greatest political need of the day is the 
creation of trust: and that this is the 
strength of the pacifist case for the 
approach to international relational re- 
lationships by way of unilateral disara- 
ment.

Vinoba Bhave 


calls India to 


non-violent revolution 


THROUGHOUT India, on April 18, 


men and women pledged their efforts 


to bring about a non-violent land revolution. 


It was the fourth anniversary of the Land 
Gift Movement begun by Vinoba Bhave. 

“We will dedicate all our active sympathy, 
talents, co-operation and endeavour to the ful- 
filment of the Bhoodan Yagna (Land Move- 
ment),” they said, ‘‘and, as a token of this 
we will contribute an adequate portion of our 
wealth whether in land, money, labour or time, 
so that this great movement, which aims at 
putting an end to inequality and achieving 
economic independence in our Motherland, 
fulfils its mission.” 

BY 1957 

But Vinoba believes that the land gift move- 
ment itself is only a symbol, compared to the 
great Sarvodaya (Service of All) Society, which 
he believes will come into being by 1957. 
In a speech, made in carly Spring this year, 
he said that the only rational and sensible 
alternative to the violence and power of the 
modern State, is a society in which there is 
no coercive State, where humanity “turns its 
back on weapons,” 

“From years back,” he said, “I have felt 
that it was a utopian ideal and would be re- 
alised only after a few thousand years, but now 
I see that the world conditions have brought 
it so near that without its immediate realisa- 
tion human civilisation cannot survive. 

“WViolence cannot be limited. It can be 
ended.

“Destruction, or creation of non-violent 
society are the only two alternatives. 

“Those who have faith in humanity must 
have stout heart and must have faith in the 
basic goodness of man. 

“ Brotherhood, equality and a non-violent 
society are the ideals that are moving millions 
in every country under the sun. 

“If an atom when activated can develop 
the strength to destroy the world, how much 
more powerful would the human atom be 
when it has the right intelligence. 

“We have pledged ourselves to collect five 
crores acres of land by 1957. Many of you 
are worried and fecl anxious thinking of our 
limited capacities. You ask yourselves ‘how 
can we achieve such a big target in the next 
two years ?’ 

“ Believe me, I do not worry even a moment 
In fact, I hardly ever think in terms of five 
crores or ten crores of acres (crore: 10,000, 
000)). After all, land gift movement is only a 
symbol. I have faith within me that tells me 
that Sarvodaya society may come into exis- 
tance all over the world by 1957. 

“When you go and ask for land donations, 
you explain that you are taking land not only 
for solving the land problem of our country 
but for establishing real peace in the world. 
Do not bother about land gifts, Find out if 
you have real faith in creating a non-violent 
order. 

“Tf you have that within you, your faith 
will be irresistable, and your faith will 
shine.” 

Vinoba went on to say that if the move- 
ment would not grow then the fault was in the 
lack of faith of its members. Zeal of de- 
termination to create the nucleus of a real 
non-violent society was needed, 

“T ask my colleagues not to tarry any long- 
er. Ours is an appeal to men and women all 
over the world aie are trembling with fear 
of war, and hunger for peace.”

MHE Rev. Harry Lamb of Armagh, North- 

ern Ireland, is one of those stalwarts in 
the Church who can be relied upon to keep 
the peace issue to the fore. 

In addition to seconding the H-bomb mo- 
tion at the General Synod in Dublin last week, 
Harry Lamb intervened in a discussion on 
hymns to raise an objection to the second 
verse of the National Anthem: “O Lord our 
God, arise, Scatter her enemies And make 
them fall. Confound their politics, Frustrate 
their knavish tricks, On Thee our hopes we 
fix ; God save us all.” 

The Bishop of Derry said that during the 
Nazi air attacks on London they would have 
been glad to have the sovereign’s enemies 
“scattered and frustrated.” The members of 
the Church of Ireland in Northern Ireland 
wished to have that verse retained (He didn't 
say “Except Harry Lamb”). 

It was pointed out that the verse was 
marked with an asterisk, signifying that it 
need not be sung. 


Prof. Johnston 


PROF. JOSEPH JOHNSTON, a 

former Senator in the Parliament 

of Eire who addressed the 15th annual meet- 

ing of the Church of Ireland Peace Fellowship 

in Dublin last Wednesday, was quoted in Peace 

News on April 29 under the heading “I re- 
pudiate war.” 

He has been Professor of Applied Econo- 
mics at Trinity College, Dublin, of which he 
is a Senior Fellow, since 1939, His association 
with the College goes back much further, how- 
ever, for he was a student there before he 
went to Lincoln College, Oxford shortly be- 
fore the outbreak of World War 1. He will 
be 65 in August, 

Professor Johnston told the Peace Fellow- 
ship that the Church of Ireland claimed to 
interpret the mind of Christ in all human re- 
lations, but, he asked, could it reconcile its 
divine mission with its silent acquiescence in 
the policy for the wholesale murder of civilian 
pon uations which was what the use of the 

ydrogen bomb in a third World War implied? 


He told his listeners, according to the Irish 
Times, that the Pope had denounced weapons 
of mass murder and Dr. Donald Soper, had 
openly taken his stand as a Chrisian pacifist. 
Had the Church of Ireland any conscience of 
its own in that all-important matter ? 

The common view was that the Communist 
word was watching its chance to invade the 
capitalist world and that the hydrogen-bomb 
deterrent was needed to save the free world 
and preserve Christian values. Were Chris- 
tians justified in committing wholesale murder 
in order to preserve Christian values ?

Cambridge debate on H-bomb 


A T a meting on May 9, at the Arts School 
™ Cambridge, John Ferguson, Chairman of 
the Fellowship of Reconciliation, debated with 
Ian Pitt-Watson, Chaplain of Aberdeen 
University, on the issue of War and Peace. 

Mr. Ferguson said that the acceptance of 
Christ working in the individual could only 
mean pacifism. 

Mr. Watson claimed that it was not possible 
to formulate a universal law before the event ; 
that decisions must rest on circumstances. He 
declared, however, that in the event of a war, 
it was likely that he would adopt a pacifist 
position, 

Both speakers declared unequivocally against 
the use of the H-bomb in any circumstances.

because their Saviour died to bring peace to 
the world, were willing to follow His example 
by refusing to serve as the instruments of 
war... 


Conscientious objection 


“We therefore . .. desire to go on record 
as upholding the literal application of our 
Saviour’s teaching regarding peace and good 
will among men. 

“We oppose any and all kinds of force, 
whether military, civil, or canonical, in 
attempting to impose our own culture and 
heritage (which we firmly believe to be right 
and just) upon any other peoples or nations 
or classes who happen to hold a differing view- 
point (which we may well believe to be wrong) 
from our own 

“We pereet and welcome as our brothers in 
Christ all who, for love of Him, would join 
us in decrying the spread of militarism and 
military domination, by their individual or 
corporate protests, and their refusals to ally 
themselves with such campaigns. We salute 
with fraternal charity and sympathy the con- 
scientions objectors, who because of their love 
of the Prince of Peace are convicted, or are 
threatened with conviction, in the prison- 
houses of war .. . 

“May we nevermore be divided by wars, or 
by race, creed, or nation. May we unite in onc 
brotherhood under our Lord Jesus Christ, 
regardless of how varied the expression of that 
brotherhood may be: that we may hasten the 
full realisatiion of His message of Peace, in 
a society without class and without privilege, 
wherein not the strong or the mighty, but the 
meek, shall inherit the earth.”

DEATH OF A CONSCRIPT 


Peace News correspondent 
FOARLY this year, Private Irving Weinrib, 
an 18-year-old army conscript, diced of 
meningitis, after having been told by army 
medical authorities that he was suffering from 
a bad cold, and that he was “ gold bricking.” 

His family revealed that Weinrib had been 
iH! almost from the day of his induction, and 
had complained in a Jetter home that he was 
not getting sympathetic medical treatment. 

A few days before his death, the sergeant in 
charge insisted that Weinrib went about his 
daily duties, cleaning out the barracks, 

Weinrib wrote: ‘ You have to be half-dead 
around here, before they pay any attention to 
you,” 

Private Weinrib’s mother has commented: 

“Why can’t they take a chance on the 
honesty of the boys at such an early stage of 
the game?” 

Other conscripts in the US Army have 
replied: “ Because, after a few months in the 
army, you learn that the only person interested 
in your welfare is yourself.” .. . “ Trainee 
soldiers have gone through ‘hell’ in the last

Stop war itself 


“If we want to stop the H-bomb, we must 
use all our determination and strength to stop 
war itself,” Frank Allaun, Lab. Salford East, 
told the Press last weck. 

He said, “We in Britain should give the 
world the lead it is awaiting and say, ‘We 
want peace and friendship and trade with both 
America and Russia, but we are not prepared 
to fight for either of you.’” 


Refering to Mr. Attlee and the Labour 
Party’s desire to ban nuclear weapon tests, he 
said, “ Personally, I would go further and say, 
“Under no circumstances would I agree to the 
manufacture or use of tthe H-bomb!’

Five Election proposals 


PEACE NEWS REPORTER 


Al a London meeting recently, entitled 
“Pacifists and the Election” and ad- 

dressed by Sybil Morrison and Wilfred Wel- 

lock, the following proposals were made: 

1. Pacifists who in their own constituencies 
were unable to vote for either candidate should 
spoil their papers in such a way as to make 
their meaning clear; they should also write 
to both candidates and to the Party head- 
quarters explaining why they were unable to 
vote. 

2. Pacifists should write to the BBC stat- 
ing the reasons why certain candidates were 
standing as “independent,” and asking for 
broadcasting time in order that their views 
might be put to the electorate. 

3. Pacifists unable to vote in their own 
constituency might write to voters in other 
constituencies telling them “how lucky they 
were.’ (Names and addresses could be sup- 
plied, said Mr. Loverseed, Independent Bnd - 
date, South Lewisham). 

4. A candidate deposit fund, into which 
members paid weekly, should be started im- 
mediately after the close of this election cam- 
aign, in order that at the next election at 
east 50 pacifists would be standing. Pacifists 
would then be entitled to broadcasting time. 

5. Pacifists should frame their questions to 
candidates in such a way as to create discus- 
sion on the international economic set-up, 
which if allowed to continue must inevitably 
lead to war.

It was ‘‘Any Questions?” 
on the Election at 
Southend 


By OLWEN BATTERSBY 


T was too wet for the Southend helicopters 

—-their display was cancelled. It was too 
wet for the Southend shoppers—they huddled 
in the doorways. But dogged and defiant, their 
messages askew but unimpaired, as far as eye 
could sec, those square yellow posters paraded 
past, “Say No to the H-bomb.” 


Sybil Morrison, mackintosh clad, opened a 
mecting from a stand on the sea front, Other 
speakers followed. 


Then back to Trinity Church Hall, where, 
after an excellent tea, informal chat, a browse 
at the bookstall and peace exhibition, an 
audience of about 130 heard the views of an 
“ Any Questions” panel : Stuart Morris, the 
Rey. J. H. Lowe, Dr. A. D. Belden, Councillor 
Curtis. Question master was Sybil Morrison. 


Labour Party enthusiasts on the panel 
pointed out that there had always been a 
strong peace movement within the Party; that 
it had had two pacifist leaders, Keir Hardie 
and George Lansbury; that the only pacifist 
MPs were members of the Labour Party; and 
that it was Mr. Attlee who had flown to 
Washington to prevent the dropping of the 
atomic bomb on Korea. 


Kind a third way 


It was seldom that man could make a perfect 
choice: by voting for the Labour Party paci- 
fists would choose the lesser evil. 


Moreover, they continued, it was a Labour 
government which had responded to the non- 
violent resistance movement of India and 
granted self government: subject peoples 
should not be forgotten when casting a vote. 


Stuart Morris disagreed. A professing Chris- 
tian, he said did not choose evil—even a 
lesser evil. He found a third way, The Labour 
Party had stated quite clearly that it supported 
the manufacture of the H-bomb ; Labour MPs 
who had accepted standing orders could not 
vote against it. To vote for the Labour Party 
was to vote for the bomb. 

The third way, in this case, was to spoil 
the voting paper, write to the candidates, and 
write to the party headquarters. These papers 
would be counted; their number could be 
made public, It was the only way to vote 
against the hydrogen bomb, 


But Stuart Morris, loudly applauded as he 
was, remained “the only heretic” among the 
Brains, though some in the audience knew that 
the chairman would have made a second, No 
vote, unfortunately, was taken from the floor.

Stuart Morris, General Secretary of the 
Peace Pledge Union made the following appeal 
on Monday: 

Although the PPU cannot officially sup- 
port any of the independent candidates, 
many members have shown a desire to help. 
At Gravesend one-twelfth of the constituency 
has been canvassed and the result clearly 
shows thas Sir Richard Acland has a reason- 
able chance of winning if the whole con- 
stituency can be canvassed before May 26.

The essential need is for evening 
canvassing. Trains 4.42 or 5.42 from Char- 
ing Cross, return 9.45 p.m, Even one evening 
would be worth while, but the more the 
better. 

Will everyone who will not only be 
pleased when the result is declared, but 
would like to have a real share in a victory 
which will be of very great significance, 
report to 1 Union Street, Gravesend, any 
time, any day possible,

[T is proverbial that the public memory 
is a short one; and it is, of course, 
Known that very few people will spend 
time and energy in turning up newspaper 
files or looking up Hansard in order to 
check the statements made in the past by 
members of Parliament or the Cabinet. 


This is, of course, a fact that is consis- 
tently traded upon by all politicians and 
statesmen. It may even be true that, after 
a lapse of years they do themselves forget 
what they have said, But the two remarks 
by Mr. Attlee quoted above were made with- 
in a few days of each other, so it scarcely 
scems possible that there could have becn 
even a temporary mental aberration. 

In Mr. Pickwick’s time “all is fair in a 
General Election” was an accepted formula 
for the hustings, but now the opposing par- 
ties wear velvet gloves and often accuse cach 
other of using “ vote-catching” arguments as 
though getting votes in an election was 
rather a debasing kind of action. 

Obviously it is the business of the Parties 
to persuade the electorate to cast their votes 
one way or the other, and that can be done 
only by words; written words, or spoken 
words, but honest words. It seems however, 
that there is a kind of underlying dishonesty 
in the way in which words are being used by 
candidates and leaders in this fight.

Ordinary people do not want war, but they 
do want what they think of as defence, and

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established member of the Fellowship of Re- 
conciliation, is again standing.

These 
latter, not unnaturally, are tuned to the tradi- 
tions, will and aspirations of 42 million 
Englishmen rather than to those of 2} million 
Welshmen. 


Welsh problems 


Unemployment, particularly in Welsh speak- 
ing Wales and among the industrially disabled, 
the uncertain future of the new light industrics 
introduced since 1945, the steady loss of 
trained, technical personnel over the border, 
the loss of foreign markets due to deliberate 
government policy coupled with the fact that 
Welsh coal has to be sold well below world 
prices to the English Midlands, the ugh of 
rural Wales, the problem of leasehold enfran- 
chisement and the almost complete failure to 
give any official recognition to the Welsh 
language, all these are either exclusively Welsh 
problems or problems which bear far more 
heavily on Wales than on any other country in 
Britain. 

Neither of the major parties seems disposed 
to do anything about them. 


Conscription 


Conscription again has always been un- 
popular in Wales and although a majority of 
Welsh MP’s have voted against it, both major 
parties accept it in principle. It is in vindica- 
tion of the Welshmen’s right to refuse to be 
conscripted into an alien force that Mr. Chris 
Rees the Party's candidate in Gower has gone 
to prison. The Party is solidly behind him. 

The fact that successive governments have 
seen fit to give grudging acknowledgement to 
Welsh nationality by sctting up a nominated 
Council which meets behind closed doors, has 
no staff and whose recommendations are 
rejected out of hand by the Government, has 
only served to underline the problem and the 
ineffectiveness not only of the constitutional 
set-up but of Welsh representation within the 
traditional English parties. 

Welshmen are beginning to feel they need 
tough, independent fighters and that in Plaid 
Cymru they will get their champions. 

Plaid Cymru’s aims 

Plaid Cymru’s immediate aim is to send 
back MPs to Westminster dedicated to fight 
for the Welsh people and to see that its prob- 
lems are properly ventilated and ‘are attended 
to as adequately as they can be by what is 
regarded as an alien government. 

Its ultimate aim is to secure for Wales the 
institutions which all self-respecting, respon- 
sible nations enjoy and by which alone the life 
of the nation and of its people can be pro- 
tected, F 

For this reason Plaid Cymru is out for 
Dominion Status within the Commonwealth. 
This election is regarded as the first major step 
in this direction.
